Mr, Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  hwnour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 

comPiled  in  accordance  with  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular 

will  be  seen  that  the  vital  statistics  present  a  reasonably  rosy  picture 
with  a  raised  birth  rate,  low  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  and  low  general  death  and 

infant  mortality  rates.  There  was  no  maternal  mortality  and  notifiable  diseases  were 
of  a  low  order. 

The  citizens  of  Street  continued  to  benefit  from  the  proximity  of  the  Divisional 
Office  of  the  Social  Services  Department  in  the  High  Street,  and  from  the  excellent 
facilities  of  the  Health  Centre  in  Leigh  Road,  the  medical  staff  of  which  was  augmented 
by  an  additional  doctor  during  1972. 

The  environmental  health  side  is  again  admirably  described  by  the  Surveyor/Public 
Health  Inspector  in  his  Report  and  includes  for  the  first  time  a  mention  of  the  time 
given  by  your  public  health  staff  to  the  practical  training  of  student  nurses  from  the 
Mendip  Hospital  and  County  Health  Visitor  trainees. 

My  thanks  are  due  once  again  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff,  the 
Clerk,  other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  Members,  and  professional  colleagues  in  the 
town  for  their  continued  co-operation.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1972 

(The  figures  in  general  are  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made). 

Population 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the  General  Register  Office  to  be  the  same 
as  for  1971,  namely,  8,170. 

Births 

Live  Births  -  exceeded  deaths  by  51,  but  totalled  4  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  remained  significantly  above  County  and  National  figures. 

Illegitimate  Live  Births  -  again  totalled  2  and  the  percentage  rate  remained  less 
than  a  third  of  the  County  rate  and  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  National  average. 

Still  Births  -  fell  to  2,  but  the  stillbirth  rate  remained  well  above  the  rates  for 
Somerset  and  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

All  Ages  -  fell  by  18  compared  with  the  total  for  1971,  with  the  result  that  the 
Corrected  Death  Rate  was  better  than  the  equivalent  County  and  National  figures. 

Infant  Deaths  -  fell  to  1  only,  giving  Infant  Mortality  and  Perinatal  Mortality 
rates  lower  than  County  and  National  rates.  There  was  no  neonatal  or  early  neonatal 
mortality. 

Maternal  Mortality  -  again  there  was  none. 

Causes  of  Mortality 

Heart.  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System  -  caused  the 
largest  number  of  deaths  in  the  town,  totalling  47,  but  6  less  than  in  1971»  Of 
these,  heart  diseases  caused  26  deaths  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  18. 

Cancers  -  occupied  second  place  as  a  cause  of  mortality,  but  deaths  fell  by  8,  to 
a  total  of  17,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  As  regards  site,  lung  cancer  led 
with  5  deaths  (the  same  figure  for  3  years  running,  and  all  in  males),  whilst  cancer 
of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract  followed  with  3  deaths* 

Respiratory  Diseases  -  accounted  for  8  deaths,  all  over  the  age  of  55  years,  and  of 
these  bronchitis  and  emphysema  caused  5  deaths,  mainly  in  males,  and  pneumonia  2 
deaths . 

Accidents  -  again  caused  2  deaths,  and  one  of  these  involved  a  motor  vehicle. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Apart  from  the  usual  number  of  measles  there  is  little  on  which  to  report.  The 
one  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred  in  a  butcher  working  in  a  multiple  food 
store  but  radiological  examination  of  contacts  revealed  no  spread  to  his  workmates.

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  survey  of  sewers  has  been  completed  and  the  contract  for  repair  to  West 
End  sewer  and  re-laying  of  the  sewer  from  West  End  to  Farm  Road  has  been  let  and  work 
is  in  hand. 

The  Sewage  Works  continues  to  produce  an  effluent  which  is  well  within  the  Royal 
Commission  Standard  and  mostly  within  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  River  Authority. 

In  spite  of  this  the  Authority  still  places  an  embargo  on  development  within  the 
Urban  area,  notwithstanding  the  Councils  instruction  to  dispense  with  the  existing 
works  and  to  pump  sewage  to  Glastonbury  disposal  works,  and  have  instructed  Consultants 
to  prepare  schemes  for  pumping  and  extending  Glastonbury  sewage  disposal  works. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  happens  when  the  River  Authority  takes  over  disposal 
in  1974. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area  -  Greenbank,  a  privately  owned  pool 
but  open  to  the  public,  and  Millfield  School  pool.  The  Authority  is  now  constructing 
a  new  indoor  swimming  pool  within  the  Strode  complex. 

17  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 
Milk 


There  are  18  registered  distributors  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  75  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  of  which  3  were 
unsatisfactoiy. 

The  one  bottling  and  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  is  maintained  at  a  very 
high  standard.

1847  lbs.  of  food  was  condemned  within  the  area  during  the  year.  A  large 
amount  of  this  was  due  to  electrical  or  mechanical  failure  in  refrigerators  and  dee? 
frozen  food  cabinets. 

HOUSING 


During  the  year  6  old  person*  s  flats  were  completed  and  70  private  enterprise 
houses.  Street  is  a  well  sought  after  area  and  if  the  River  Authority  would  accept 
in  good  faith  that  sewage  will  be  treated  at  Glastonbury  works,  there  would  be  a 
"irked  increase  in  house  building. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


During  the  year  25  Grants  were  approved,  21  of  which  were  Discretionary  and  4 
Standard.  This  is  the  same  total  as  last  year  and  although  the  standard  of  housing 
is  high  in  this  area,  one  would  have  hoped  for  a  greater  number  of  grants  applied  for. 

The  Council* s  programme  of  improving  pre-war  houses  is  proceeding  well  and  the 
tenants  of  the  improved  houses  are  well  satisfied.  As  in  the  case  of  new  houses,  if 
we  could  only  get  stability  instead  of  inflation,  more  could  be  done.  At  present 
one  is  looking  always  for  ways  to  keep  prices  within  bounds  and  this  does  not  lead  to 
satisfaction  or  to  as  high  a  standard  as  one  would  like  to  see.
